Several 
of these notes were distributed this 
week and it is understood that many

EIGHT MEN 


Disaster at Hudson, N. Y., Oc- 
curs When Night Shift Is 
About to Be Relieved. 


HUDSON, N. Y., Aug. 2.—Three men 
were killed and eight injured, one of 
whom may die, when the power plant 
of the Knickerbocker Cement Co. at 
Greenport, half a mile east of here, was 
submerged in quicksand today. The 
threc dead men were laborers. 

The disaster occurred as ‘the night 
gang employed in the power plant was 
fabout to be relieved. Without warning, 
the plant, together with land about it 
to the extent of three acres, caved in 
to a depth of 30 feet. Officials of the 
company, which employs between 60 
and 700 men, declared it would be sev- 
eral months before the plant could re- 
sume.

ALLEY BILL, 13-12 


Baur Changes Vote When Told 
That Wade Said ‘Influential 
Citizen’’ Could Get It Free. 


SCHOLL REPORTS INCIDENT 


Alderman Bergt Unable to See 
Need for Haste in the 
Matter, He Says. 


The bill vacating a blind alley in the 
rear of the Mercantile Trust Co. Build- 
ing, to form part of the site of an addi- 
tion to the building, was defeated by 
the Board of Aldermen today, in a spe- 
cial meeting, by a vote of 18 to 12. The 
bill proposed a compensation of $2500 
for the city, and provided that the new 


building must be erected within three 
years. 

The reason that at least three of the 
Aldermen voted against the bill was 
made known, after the meeting, by Al- 
derman Scholl. He said that the mem- 
bers of the committee on streets and 
sewers went to the Mercantile Trust 
Building a few days ago, to inspect the 
alley, and that Festus J. Wade, presi- 
Jent of the trust company, took them 
to a saloon and bought drinks for them. 

Could Get It for Nothing. 

As they were standing at the bar, he 
said, Wade remarked that an influential 
citizen had told him that he (the in- 
fluential citizen) could get the alley 
vacated for lim, for nothing. 

Scholl, said this remark made such an 
unfavorable impression on him that he 
determined to vote against the bill, and 
let Wade proceed to get the alley for 
nothing, with the help of his ‘“‘influ- 
ential’ friend. 

Alderman Baur, whose name was first 
called, voted for the bill, but in the 
course of the roll call another member 
told him of this incident and Baur 
quickly changed his vote to “no,” thus 
defeating the measure. 

Alderman McChesney also said that 
Wade’s remark, which he heard re- 
peated by some of the committee, 
though he was not present when it 
was made, caused his adverse vote on

‘Alderman Bergt. “He said he voted 
against the measure because he did 
net see why such haste was being 
Made to pass it in a special session. 
It looked to him, he said, as if the 
bill were being “rallroaded throuzh.” 

A proof sheet of the Post-Dispatch ° 
containing the statement made by 
Alderman Scholl was shown to Fes-! 
tus J. Wade at his office. He read 
it carefully, turned away with a 
smile and said, “I have nothing, to 
say.” 

“Will you deny the story?” 

“What was that Alderman’s name, 
again?” he asked. 

When reminded that it was Scholl, 
he shook his head and added: “Abso- 
lutely nothing to say.” 

“Said Nothing of Influential Citizen.” 
Asked if he would name the “influ- 
ential citizen” referred to, 

said: 

'“T have said nothing of an influ- 
ential citizen. That’s all in the,paper 
here. I have nothing to say.” 

The bill was introduced last week, at 
a midsummer special] term of the board. 
A similar measure failed of passage in 
the Municipal Assmbly last winter. 

Supporters of the bill did not, in all 
cases, hold that $2500 represented -the 
value of the ground which the city was 
to vacate, but they held that the erec- 
tion of the new building, which would 
bring in annual taxes, would be profita- 
ble to the city. 

Value of the Alley. 

The alley is a rectangular trach, , 23. 
feet 10 inches wide and % fet long, in 
the rear of tre company’s present build- 
ing. It opens on a north and south al- 
ley, and is conrected with Highth street 
by a private passageway four and one- 
half feet wide. 

The Post-Dieratch pointed out last 
Friday that the alley, if its valuation 
were based upon the Tax Assessor's ap-' 
praisement of adjoining property, would 
be worth many times the sum offered 
for it by the trest company.

If its use as an alley 
is discontinued by a vacating ordi- 
nance, it becomes the property of the 
owners of the adjoining land. The 
land south of the alley is owned by 
the trust company, and that on the 
north is owned by Mrs. E. A. W. Cly- 
mer, and is leased to the Locust 
Street Realty Co., of which Wade is 
president.

MANY HORSES KILLED IN 
STAMPEDE AT LATHROP, MO, 


England’s Losses at Station Where 
30,000 to 40,000 Are Gathered Are 
Heavy. 

LATHROP, Mo., Aug. 2.—When 50 
or 60 horses die here a day no one 
pays any particular attention to it. 
It's only the normal death rate. For 
in Latrop at present there are be- 
tween 30,000 and 40,000 horses and 
mules purchased for the British 
army. Because of lack of transports 
to take them across the Atlantic 
they’ have been accumulating, until 
now all Clinton County is virtually 
one vast feed lot.

POLISH WITNESS 


City Was Full of Gayety, The- 
aters Were Crowded, Restau- 
rants Thronged. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 22.—The story of the 
siege of Warsaw is told for the first 
time by a Polish gentleman, son of 2 
large land owner in/’the outskirts of tie 
city, who has just arrived here, and 
who speaks as an eyewitness fresh from 
the scene, his estate having been re- 
cently the artillery park of the Russian 
center, from which their heavy fie!l4 
guns were manetivered for the defense 
of the city. 

When he was in Warsaw, he said, the 
city was the background for a million 
Russian troops. ‘‘The well-to-do people 
living east »f ithe city have passed 
through to points of safety in the west.” 
he said. “The land- “owning peasantry 
—for in Poland the peasants own lahd— 
have not the means of flight and are 
stranded in the city, but keep out of 
sight. So that the city, with its many 
officers in gay uniform, its strangers 


‘j}and refugees, is transformed from its 


usual peaceful aspect and has taken o1. 
the appearance of a metropolis. 
Theaters Open and Crowded. 
“The streets are filled. The theaters 
are open ard crowded. The restaurants 
have throngs at their tables and on the 
street terrace. The cineametograph 
shows are packed. There are bands and 
concerts. The feeling of terror does not 
seem to have struck the crowds. It is 
like the life of London, which goes on 
with little thought of the Zeppelins. 
Only once has there been panic—when 
the Russian bank closed its doors and 
all other banks followed, Ready money 
could not be had and everyone was in 
dread of the stoppage of funds and 
the interruption of the usual means of 
business and exchange. But that pan- 
icky period has all passed, the banks 
are open and business is proceeding 
normally, but with a terrible economic 
change in prices, perticulariy -in food- 
stuffs. Wareaw is absolutely dependent 
for its food stpplies on two railways. 
But these are now in the hands of the 


military, wih.o need them for the move-} 


ment of treopnr, and the food for the 
troops. Poland itself supplies nothing, 
for the fields cre burned and yield noth- 
ing. 

“Prince fSeweryn Czetwertyuski has 
taken the lead in grappling the prob- 
lems confronting the city—firat to get 
enough food, and next public health 
and sanitation, combatting the cholera 
plague which carried off hundreds out- 
side the city with 12 cases in Warsaw, 
and reburying the Masses of soldier 
dead who had been hastily thrown to- 
gether in eshallcw surface graves; He 
is a man of great executive ability, one 
of the grand conseigneurs of Poland, 
and is at the head of Warsaw's Central 
Committee, which deals with all emer- 
gencies. 

Country Stripped of Eass. 

‘His first effort was for food to meet 
the imperative needs of the city and 
surrounding country, chiefly corn, flour 
and prime necessities. The Russian au- 
thorities were favorable; but the mili- 
tary requirements came first, and, be- 
sides, the urgent needs led to bribery 
among the petty railway officials, so 
that cars could not be got or moved 
without large payments. I myself saw 
500 rubles ($300) of bribery exacted for 
moving a car of fish. So that War- 
saw’s stock of food has been getting 
scarcer and prices are mounting. Bread 
is double and triple the usual price. 
Eggs, which sold for 2 cents, are now 
6. At Easter each Russian soldier re- 
ceived four eggs-—a million soldiers 
around Warsaw meant 4,100,000 ezgs— 
and the country was stripped of eggs. 
There is absolutely no beef and a pound 
of poor meat now costs 60 copecks (30 
cents) against the usual price of 2 
copecks (12 cents) the poorest quality 
of steppe-oxen. 

‘Meantime the army is very well fea, 
but back of the army is the vast 
hemmed-in population and peasantry 
virtually living on the leavinge of the 
army. 

“Prince Séweryn’s Emergency Coin- 
mittee has*-next given its attention to 
the threatening health conditions.. The 
dead soldiers were very badly buried at 
first, near wells where the water was 
polluted, and in heaps just under the 
surface near houses. But all the bodies 
have now been reburied deeply and 
away from wells and houses. This has 
stopped the cholera, which was the 
greatest dread, even in Warsaw, al- 
though nothing could be made known 
of it. In the estate next ours the house 
was turned into a cholera hospital and 
from this one place ™0 dead were 
buried, It is on the main line of the 
passing army, so that many soldiers 
were stricken with the plague. But the 
committee has now saved the city and 
suburbs from that danger. In Decem- 
ber the plague was at its. worst; by 
February the reburial of bodies and 
other sanitary measures had effectively 
checked it, and now there is no cholera 
in Warsaw or outside. 


Paid With Paper Slips. 
“The German army has shown no 


quarter to the country, but there has 
been no wanton destruction except -t 
Kaliscz. At my place they stopped 16 
days, taking all the cows and much 
clover, but not destroying. They paid 
with slips of paper, which means they 
never “paid. They took our best horses 
for the artillery, and gave a wounded 
horse and a slip for 100 marks. But they 
rsa repeating ‘Everything is paid 
or?’ 
“The Germans carry no tents, and 
have no food supplies with them, so that 
as the cavalry, artillery and infantry 
swarmed over our place they lived in 
our houses and outhouses, and drew 
their food from the country, chiefly 
cows and livestock, slaughtering the 
best milk cows for food, and sparing 
only pedigreed stock. Thus the country 
was denuded of all its supplies and or- 
dinary stock. But they did not wanton 
ly destroy except ova @ stated cause.

BILL 1S. PASSED 


City’s Four-Year Fight for Via- 
duct From Vandeventer to 
Tiffany Ended.

The Chouteau avenue viaduct bill, 
which provides for the elimination of 
what is perhaps the most dangerous 
grade crossing in St. Louis, that of the 
Frisco and Missouri Pacific at Chou- 
teau avenue, was passed at today’s 
special meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen. 

The enactment of this bill, which the 
Mayor is expected to approve, will ena 
a contest between the city and the rail- 
roads concerned which has continued 
for four years, and which was carried 
to the United States Supreme Court. 
The present bill, which represents a 
compromise, is acceptable to the rail- 
roads. It provides that they shall pay 
the cost of the viaduct, except $10,000, 
to be paid by the United Railways Co. 
The cost to the roads will be about 
$260,000. The city will pay consequen- 
tial damages, which are estimated at 
$30,000 

The viaduct will be 80 feet wide, al- 
though the original plan was for a ®- 
foot span. It will extend a distance 
of 1660 feet, from Vandeventer avenue 
east to Tiffany avenue. It will be so 
built that the Independent Packing Co. 
and other abutting plants can handle 
traffic from second-story levels direct 
on the viaduct. 

The first ordinance for abolishing the 
Chouteau avenue grade crossing was 
passed in 1911, but the railroads resist- 
ed it, on the ground that their tracks 
were in place before Chouteau avenue 
was extended across them. As a deci- 
cision could not be expected from the 
United States Supreme Court for an in- 
definite time, the city authorities de- 
cided on the compromise measure.

Promise of Autonomy to 


Poles Renewed— Giving 


Up of Warsaw, as of Moscow to 
Insure Final Victory. 


By Associated Press. 

PETROGRAD, Aug. 2.—The first sit- 
ting of the Duma, which opened yester- 
day, holds out promise of work, with 
the object of promoting the production 
of military supplies and meeting the mil- 
itary requirements, rather than oratory, 
recriminations or efforts to discover. 
those responsible for the failure to real- 
ize the ealy high hopes. 

The speeches of the President of the 
Chamber, Michael Valdimirovitch Rod- 
zianko, and the Ministers were well re- 
eceivei and rewarded with applause from 
both the right and the left. The Polish 
people, the allies, the Ambassadors and 
Gen. Ruasky, the commander in the 
Galician campaign, were cheered heart- 
ily. 

The outstanding feature of the session 
was the declaration made in the name 
of the Emperor by the Premier, M. 
Goremykin, thet the Poles shall receive 
autonomy. 

Announcement that amnesty had been 
granted Vladimir Bourtzeff, the revolu- 
tionist, who returned here from Paris for 
hospital sérvice but was immediately ar- 
rested,,was well received. 

Complete Unity Necessary. 

The Duma was opened by imperial 
ukase in the presence of a brilliant as- 
semblage, including the Cabinet Minis- 
ters and members of the diplomatic 
corps. M. Rodzianko, in convening the 
session, said the more terrible the war 
became the more Russia was imbued 
by the firm and unshakable determina- 
tion to bring it to a successful issue. 

“This,” said M. Rodzianko, ‘‘necessi- 
tates complete unity of all classes and 
the development of the productive re- 
sources of the empire,” 

M. Rodzianko asked tiie members of 
the Chamber to make suggestions to 
the Government as to how this conld 
be effected. 

Sergius Sazonoff, the Foreign Min- 
ister, who followed M. Rodzianko, aft- 
er reiterating that all the evidence 
showed that neither Russia nor her al- 
lies was responsible for the war, gave 
a resume of the poliiical pituation. He 
warned the members that it was diffi- 
cult to touch upon problems “which 
still are under negotiation.” 

International Relations. 

There had been few changes, M. Sa- 
zonoff said, in international relations 
rsince his last address to the Duma. 
Then, combined action by the separate 
Btates had not been well organizeu, but 
now the forces of each State were be- 
ing employed to the best advantage in 
striving for a common end. M. Sazonoff 
referred, amid cheering, to the partici- 
pation in the war of Italy. 

“These people,’’ he said, “long have 
wished to free their fellow countrymen 
from the foreign yoke. If the example 
of Italy had been followed by the 
other states, it would have contributed 
to the speedy conclusion of the war. 
Nevertheless, the time for supreme de- 
cisions has not passed, and it is to be 
hoped that .vantage will be taken 
of the time which still remains by 
those neutrals who cannot otherwise 
find a solution for their national prob- 
lems. 

“Recently there has been much talk 
of the stete of mind of Sweden. Our 
sincere desire to maintain with her 
the best of neighborly relations is too 
well known to need any confirmation 
from me. At the same time, we are 
aware of the inevitable embarrassments 
caused to Swedish commerce througn 
that country being situated in the 
midst of the »-"ligerents. I content my- 
self with placing’on record the correct- 
ness with which the Swedish Govern- 
ment maintains its neutrality, while 
safeguarding its national interests. 

“The Anglo-Swedish negotiations, 
which are proceeding at Stockholm. 
while they are confined to business 
matters, have given proof of the un-* 
doubted desire on both sides to find « 
basis for agreement and we sincerely 
hope a successful conclusion soon will 
be reached.’”’ 


Referring ic the German methods of 
ER ecm a 
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{waging warfare, M. Sazonofft said. the 


Germans had stopped “neither at the 
wholesale poisoning of our soldiers nor 
at the extermination of women, cthil- 
dren and peaceful citizens, whose cries 
could not fail to arouse sentiments <f 
just repugnance in neutral countries.’ 

“These feelings,’ the Foreign Min- 
ister continued, “spread beyond the 
ocean tv the United States, where nu- 
manitarian feelings revolted against 
such horrible occurrences as the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania, which cost s° 
many American lives. This attack, 
which has no parallel for cruelty or ab- 
surdity, is an ineffaceable blot on the 
name of Germany. 

“It ts difficul: to say whether more 
energetic measures will follow Presl- 
dent Wilson's note to the German Gov 
ernment, but it is already evident that 
American public opinion ig disgusted at 
Germany's action, in spite of the efforts 
which Germany is making to gaia 
American sympathy.”’ 

Speaking of the situation on the Gal. 
lipoli Peninsula, M. Sazonoff said: 

“The allies, with unshakeable tenacity 
see the approach of the longed-for mo- 
ment when a close and direct bond will 
be established between us. The Turks. 
scenting the approathing storm, have 
overwhelmed the Christian peoples still 
in their power with exceptional cruelty. 
The Armenians are suffering unheard- 
of persecuttons, which, however, have 
not broken their spirit, for the Armen- 
lan volunteers are fighting with us. 

“Persecutions no less terrible suffered 
by the local Greek populations cannot 
but excite the indignation of the He- 
lenic reople and government. The latter 
will have to solve the question whether 
it is capable of coming to the assistance 
of its co-roligionists in Asia Minor, 
without joining the Powers who are 
fighting for right and justice. I do not 
doubt that ir other countries still neu- 
tral the Governments will be found fully 
in accord with their aspirations, their 
vital interests and their past. 

Pressure Upon Rumania. 

“I must refer particularly to the pres- 
sure which Rumania has undergone at 
the hands of Austro-German agents. 
Despite their efforts, the Rumanian Gov- 
ernment is resisting temptation, and 
we continue with that country relations 
of friendship, the strengthening and de- 
velopment of objects of our reciprocal 
care,”’ 

M. Sazonoff concluded with a refer- 
ence to “the miracles of bravery and 
devotion of which Servia had given 
proo?. 

The War Minister, M. Jolivanoff, said: 

“At this moment the enemy is concen- 
trating enocmous fcrees against Russia 
and is successively enveloping the terri- 
tory and military districts of Warsaw, 
the strategic ecntour of which has al- 
ways been the weak point of our west- 
ern frontier. 

“Under the circustances, we shall per-. 
haps yield to the enemy a portion of 
this region, falling back on positions 
where our army will prepare for a re- 
sumption of the offensive. 

‘““All’s well that ends well, 1812 was 
proof of that. We shall today perhaps 
give up Warsaw, as then we gave up 
Moscow, 
tory.”’ 

Werk of Ruasian Fieet. 

Rear Admiral Grigorovitch, Minister 
of Marine, stated that the Russian Bal- 
tic fleet had fulfilled successfully the 
task of resisting the Germans, and 
besides repelling attacks, had inflicted 
defeats upon its antagonists even on 
their own waters. The Russian Black 
Sea fleet, he said, although weaker than 
the Turco-German, had rendered its ad. 
versaries inoffensive, inflicting severe 
,losses upon them. 

The Minister spoke of the munitions 
problem, and praised the patriotism of 
workers which had led them to end 
strikes, and had given great impetus to 
factory production, making the workers 
marvels of activity. 

Finance Minister Bark declared that 
in spite of enormous war expenses, Rus- 
sia had succeeded in finding sufficient 
funds, notwithstanding the loss of rev- 
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in order to insure a final vic- 


try had sufficient resources. This was 
due, the Minister insisted, entirely to 
the temperance of the people. and he as- 
serted prohibition must be maintained 
even after the war, because of its salu- 
tary effect on the nation. 

Not Sufficiently Prepared. 

M. Goremykin, the Premier, after 
speaking of the enormous sacrifices en- 
tailed by the war, said: 

“The Government, being firmly re- 
solved to make all these sacrifices, has 
sent for you to explain the real state of 
things and consult you regarding the 
means for vanquishing the enemy. The 
war has shown that we are not suffi- 
ciently prepared, compared’ with the 
enemy. To overcome him the develop- 
ment of our national forces is requisite. 

“This is not the time to set forth a 
program for the amelioration of the tn- 
tena! life of Russia in time of peace, 
which will be realized with your assist- 
ance, but I should like to touch you on 
one question, that of Poland, which 
cannot evidently be realized in full un- 
til after the war. 

“In these days the Polish people 
should know that their organization was 
definitely and irrevocably decided on 
by the manifesto of the Grand Duke, 
the Commander-in-Chief of the army, at 
the outbreak of the war. The Polish 
p@ople, chivalrous, noble and faithful, 
deserve unlimited sympathy and re- 
spect. The Emperor has charged me 
to declare to you that his majesty has 
ordered the Cabinet to elaborate bills 
granting Poland, after the war, the 
rights to organize freely its national, 
social and economic life on a basis of 
autonomy under the scepter of the Em- 
peror of Russia. 

“Together with the Poles, the other 
nationalities of our greater and im- 
mense Russia have exhibited fidelity to 
the mother country. Accordingly, our 
home policy should be permeated by the 
principle of impartiality and benevo- 
lence for all faithful Russian citizens 
without regard to distinction of nation- 
ality, creed or tongue. 

“Let us unite in the joint effort to 
which the monarch summons us! The 
Government is firmly convinced that 
sooner or later victory will be ours, and 
this faith is shared by the whole of 
Russia. Let us unite in our single pro- 
gram—that of victory!” 


BOURTLEFF ONCE 
VISITED ST. LOUIS 


Revolutonist Denounced Russian 
Government in Speeches and 
Interviews Here in 1910. 


Viadimir Bourtzeff, most noted of the 
Russian revolutionists, to whom amnes- 
ty has been granted, visited St. Louls 
in 1910 and made several speeches bitter- 
ly assailing the Russian Government. 
He also gave out interviews, strongly 
denouncing the Czar. He made a plea 
for a Russian Constitution and freedom 
of speech and of the press.

‘WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Official con- 


firmation of the reoccupation of Mexico 
City by Carranza’s army under Gen. 
Gonzales reached the State Department 


today from American Consul Silliman 
at Vera Cruz. 

Consul Silliman’s message said Mexico 
City was occupied by the Gonzales 
forces Friday night, ‘‘on urgent orders 
of Gen. Carranza,’’ and added: 

“A severe fight occurred Friday after- 
noon at a point east of Guadalupe. Di- 
rector of the Telegraph states telegraph 
communication is expected by Sunday 
afternoon at the latest. Commanication 
with Tula via Pachuca, and is being 
sushed northward. Occupation of Za- 
zatecas by Obregon’s forces confirmed. 

“Tt is stated that Gen. Gomzales is 
yoing directly into Mexico City instead 
of lingering as before and it t expect- 
ed that communication will be’ restored 
at once. It is also expected that Car- 
Panza will move his entire government 
10 Mexico City during August.” 

Eating Weeds and Dead Animals. 

A message to the American Red Cross 
grom Mexico City says there have been 
4ases of death and collapse from star- 
vation in the capital. 

The Red Cross message was from 
Charles J. O’Connor, the soviety’s re- 
Hef agent at Mexico City. “Prices al- 
ready are prohibitive,” it said. “There 
is practically no corn in the city. Au- 
thentic cases of death and coflapse from 
starvation. Some people are eating 
- Jeaves, grass, weeds, dead horses and 
mules.”’ 

Arnold Shanklin, American Counsel- 
General at Mexico City, was due to ar- 
rive here today to confer with Secretary 
Lansing. He was retently recalled to 
Washington following reports of a dif- 
ficulfy he had with the Brazilian Minis- 
ver who is looking after American in- 
terests in Mexico. 

Shanklin was expected to throw con- 
siderable light on the Mexican political 
situation as well as the food situation 
at Mexico City where it was said that 
immediate steps would be taken by Gen. 
Carranza, whose forces are again in 
possession, to transport by rail food to 
the starving people. 

It was reported through Carranza 
sources that heavily guarded trains were 
being prepared to leave Vera Cruz with 
supplies to supplement food being taken 
into the Mexican capital by the army of 
occupation. The American Government 
it was said was determined to relieve 
the food famine in case Carranza’s 
forces were unable to do so. 

Report on Villa’s Moves. 

The State Department has unoffi- 
ecilal reports that Gen. Villa aban- 
doned Torreon, established headquar- 
ters at Chihuahua amd ordered Amer- 
icans there to leave. Nothing offi- 
cial has been received. 

Advices concerning Paul Hudson, an 
American editor of the Mexican Her- 
ald, say he was held a prisoner in the 
Herald Building as late as July 25, when 
Zapata followers were operating his 
presses, printing their paper, El Reno- 
vador. 

“It is presumed, however,” the de- 
partment’s dispatch says, “that upon 
the entry of Carranza forces  inta 
Mexico City, the Brazilian Minister was 
able to obtain the release of Mr. Hud- 
son and his staff.’’ 

Eatent of Carranza Control. 

Gen. Carranza today cabled to his 
agency here a detailed review of the 
military situation in Mexico to show 
the extent of the territory under dom- 
ination of his forces. 

Gen. Obregon, he says, is in posses- 
sion of Zacatecas and Aguascalientes 
and is repairing the railway lines to re- 
open communication with Tampico. 

Gen. Gonzales, now having occupied 
Mexico City, is to repair immediately 
the railway to Queretaro and continue 
pushing’ north. 

Gen. Iturbide now being in complete 
contro] of the State of Sinaloa, Gen. 
Carranza says, will immediately start 
into Sonora, hitherto one of the Villa 
strongholds. 

Communication between Manzanillo on 
the Pacific side, Guadalajara, the sec- 
ond largest city in Mexico, and Ira- 
puato, has been restored. Tamaulipas, 
Nuevo Leon and the greater portion of 
Coahuila are now in control of Gen. Tre- 
vino’s troops and al! the railways, Geo. 
Carranza says, are in running order. 
Yy tan, Campeche, Tobasco, Chiapas 
and Vera Cruz are normal. 

“From this,” Gen. Carranza cabled, 
“you will see the Constitutionalist Gov- 
ernment controls the greater part of the 
colintry. It only expects that its course 
may not be interrupted so that 
it may accomplish a definke 
work of peace and reconstruction of

Other advices today, said Gen. Villa 
was retreating north, abandoning Tor- 
reon and establishing headquarters at 
Chihuahua.

PULIGE CALLED 10 
HANDLE CROWD Al 
BEGAER'S FUNERAL 


Streets in Front of Church and 
the House Nearby Are 
Thronged. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—The funeral 
services of Charles Becker, electrocuted 
in Sing Sing prison Friday for insti« 
gating the murder of Herman Rosen- 


thal, was held today in the Church of 
St. Nicholas of Tolentine, the Bronx. 
The burial was in Woodlawn Cemetery. 
The church was filled and the crowd 
around the church and the Becker 
home, nearby, was so great that police 
reserves had to be called to handle it. 

Among those present at the services 
in the church were. policemen of all 
ranks. With a few exceptions, they 
were in civilian clothes, 

Carriages to take part in the funeral 
procession extended several blocks from 
the church. One carriage was filled 
with. floral tributes. The largest of 
these was a floral cross, bearing the 
inscription “Sacrificed to politics.” On 
the card attached was “from a friend.” 

One Inscription Removed. 

A wreath had the words “To the 
martyr, with sincere sympathy,” on it 
Another wreath bore the card of Alex- 
ander S. Williams, former police lieu- 
tenant, who was a close friend of 
Becker. , 

As the carriage filled with the floral 
offerings was about to drive through 
the gates of the cemetery uniformed 
employes stepped up and removed the 
‘Sacrificed to Politics’ inscription from 
the floral cross. 

The undertaker employed by Mrs. 
Becker said he was under instructions 
not to divulge the names of the pa!! 
bearers. 

Before the body was taken to the 
church, friends gathered at the house 
to view the body. Police reserves 
formed thém into a line that stretched 
for half a mile. 

Name Piate Changed. 

Those who saw the casket noticed 
that it bore a new plate reading, 
“Charles Becker. Died July 30, 1915."’ 
A plate removed by the police yester. 
day bore the allegation that Becker wax 
“murdered by Gov. Whitman.”’ 

The police and the Roman Catholic 
Church authorities compelled Mra. 
Becker to remove the original plate. It 
now is in a safe at police headquarters 

Action by the police followed a con- 
ference at headquarters, where it was 
decided a breach of the law had been 
committed by inscribing the plate and 
that the police had authority to remove 
it. This was done forthwith. The plate 
will be held by the police until Gov 
Whitman decides whether he will bring 
action for libel. 

The Catholic church authorities no- 
tified Mrs. Becker that the wdghts of 
the church would be denied if the plate 
were not removed.

Hunting for groundhogs is now a mid- 
summer sport in Calhoun County, Il. 
This animal, which has a day on the 
calendar in winter, and is then in high 
repute as a weather prophet, degen- 
erates into one of the méanest pests the 
farmer, orchardist and chicken fancier 
has to contend with in hot weather. It 
sharpens its teeth on growing fruit 
trees, undermines garden patches and 
corn fields, steals chickens and sucks 
eggs. 

The Board of Commissioners of Cal- 
houn County has offered 2 cents for 
each groundhog scalp, with the condi- 
tion that the bounty will be paid only 
tc persons bringing in six scalps at 
cne time. Though the offer was made 
cnly recently more than 300 groundhogs 
nave been killed in the county since 
the- bounty has been in force. Otis 
Serry of Batchtown killed one that 
weighed 25 pounds and J. Gamball one 
that weighed 17 pounds. 

It is almost impossible to catch a 
groundhog in a trap. The usual method 
of killing them is to shoot them when 
they come to the entrances of their 
burrows to take a sun bath. The sun 
seares a groundhog in the winter, but 
he is fond of it in summer. 

A rifle is the best weapon with which 
to kill a groundahog, Calhoun County 
farmers say. The animal's coat is so 
thick that a charge from a shotgun will 
not penetrate. If only slightly wounded 
the groundhog will retreat into his 
hole and thus escape capture.

ON EUROPE’S SMALL STATES 
DECLARES VISCOUNT BRYCE 


They Will Either Disappear or Become More 
Secure Than Ever, Says Former British 
Ambassador to America 


“So that either the small State is go- 
ing to disappear in this conflict, or is 
to emerge with far greater security 
than it had before, and with lasting as- 
surances of its territorial integrity and 
the good faith of great States in deal- 
ing with it. I do not doubt that the 
result will be in favor of the small 
State, and that it will be one of the 
most beneficial results to come out of 
the conflict.’ 

Lord Bryce was asked if this would 
not lead to some internationalizing of 
treaties so that it would become the 
duty of the great states to uphold treaty 
obligations toward the smal]! state. 

“Yes, that is what we all desire: 
that is what the article referred to was 
meant to advocate; it is one of the 
larger results which we may foresee 
with some hope of realization,” said 
Lord Bryce. “This war has increas- 
ingly shown the rv’ ed of an international 
code under which treaties are respected 
not alone by states party to them, but 
are part of an international code of 
honor which all states are bound to 
uphc.d. Under such a code any state 
disregarding a treaty obliga. dn it has 
sOlemniy undertaken, offends not only 
the other contracting party to the obli- 
gation, but also the entire international 
board of states leagued to uphold the 
sanctity of international compacts. 

“Once that principle is firmly estab- 
lished, as I trust and believe it will be, 
then it follows that some means will be 
found by which the international code 
will be made effective through the uni- 
versal moral influence, and if need be 
the universal force of the civilized na- 
tions of the world.”’

LONDON, July 22.—The student hab- 
its Viscount Bryce, in viewing the his- 
toric values of events, permit him to 
detach himself from the war's day-to- 
day turmoil and cdénsider some of the 
larger results that may come out of the 
struggle. 

The interest taken in America in his 
report on “‘Alleged Atrocities Committed 
by the Germans in Belgium” was a 
source of much satisfaction to him. 

“The committee over which I presid- 
ed reached conclusions very slowly and 
reluctantly,’ he said. “I personally 
have many friends in Germany and I 
could hardly believe that such things 
could be true or that they knew such 
things were happening. But beginning 
with an open mind, and even in doubt, 
the truth of the charges was finally 
forced upon all the committee by the ac- 
cumulation of evidence. As it is, I can- 
not believe the German people know 
what is going on. They receive only 
the military version and the people are 
not aware of the real conditions. The 
military party, with its’ Von Bernhardi 
spirit, is still completely dominant.” 

Preservation of Small States. 

Reference was made in the course of 
the talk to Lord Bryce’s pamphlet on 
‘‘Neutral Nations and the War,”’ and to 
some interpretations drawn from it on 
some of the larger results of the war. 
Although these interpretations were not 
intended at the time for publication, 
Lord Bryce later approved their use as 
expressing his views, as follows: 

“It is too soon to say what the war 
will bring in good or evil, but we can 
at least hope, and perhaps see dimly, 
some of the things to be gained. One 
of the most desirable, I should say, 
will be the territorial integrity of small 
States—Belgium, Servia, Switzerland, 
Holland. If this war means anything It 
means that a group of great States are 
banded together in protecting the small 
States against absorption and annihila- 
tion. 

“The small State has been useful in 
its way to the world’s progress as the 
great State, and of incalculable value 
as a pacific barrier between antagon- 
istic races. And yet the small State 
cannot exist under the rule of force 
and the survial of the strongest, as 
it has not the resources for vast mili- 
tary establishments; its very exist- 
ence depends on the good faith of the 
great and powerful States in dealing 
with it.

; ALLIANCE DIVIDED 
OVER WAR EXPORTS. 


Radicals in San Francisco Con- 
vention Favor Taking Stron.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 2.—Hope, ex-

States for permitting the shipment of 
war supplies to England paved the way 
for resolutions covering the same 
ground. Members of the opposition, 
however, declared they would make 
every effort to prevent such resolutions 
oeing acted upon. | 

“TI must say I have not been proud 
of my country lately,”’ said Dr. Hexam- 
er yesterday. “A nation that prays for 
peace on Sundays 2nd supplies England 
with arms and ammunition all the rest 
of the week is, to say the least, hypo- 
critical. 

“TI must confess that I, as a native- * 
born American, am nauseated by the 
lick-spittle policy of our country. En- — 
glish ships patrol our waters, England — 
forbids us to buy ships and to de 
with neutral nations’ as we would Iitke 
England cuts the cables leading from 
our shores to those of a friendly na- 
tion, and England decides for our Secré- 
tary of State what news he shall im- 
part to American citizens who employ 
and pay him. From the way most war 
reports read, we might just as well tear 
up the Declaration of Independence and 
become loyal subjects of King George.”

Confidence of the People.

After 12 months of 
war, imperial 3s are quoted at 70, which 
is eight points below the quotation in 
March. 1914; the minimum price of Brit- 
ish consols, 65, is 11 per cent below 
the quotation in March, 1914; 3 per cent 
French rentes at 69 are 19 per cent 
below March, 1914. 

“Work, skill, discipline, organization, 
economy and last, but not least, the 
categorical imperative of patriotism 
have upheld Germany in the first year 
against world enemies and will help us 
further to win the war.

GERMANY’ R IDEA IN WAR 
IS TO DOMINATE WORLD, 
SAYS GABRIEL HANOTAUX 


Former French Cabirfet Member Declares the 
Enemy Had Been Preparing Since 1897 
and Chose Hour for Conflict. 


PARIS, Aug. 2.—Under the caption 
“After One Year’’ Gabriel Hanotaux, 
former Minister of Foreign Affairs, in 
the Figaro, reviews the causes of the 
war and the “h’storical stages leading 
Germany logically to this step and to 
east the die for the gigantic conflict in 
an attempt to impose domination of the 
world.”’ 

“Germany prepared for this war,’ says 
Hanotaux, “as an enterprise of universal 
domination. Once ready, she chose her 
hour and dragged along her accomplice, 
Austria-Hungary and her other accom- 
plice, Turkey. Determined to stop at 
nothing, the day when it became neces- 
sary to sacrifice the world’s peace and 
joy to her material prosperity and her 
pride, Germany willed war.” 

This is proved by historic docu- 
ments, Hanotaux says, and he reviews 
the growth of the German “Weltpolitik’’ 
idea born at a meeting aboard the im- 
perial yacht Hohenzollern in 1897, re- 
counted in Chancellor von Buelow’s 
book and from which came the motto 
“Our future is on the seas,”’ through 15 
years of military and naval preparation 
to 1912 when ‘“‘the work of preparation 
was accomplished and Germany was 
ready to profit f-om the first favorable 
circumstance.”’ 

Germany’s “Fell Purpose.” 

To these historic evidences of Ger- 
many’s intentions, Hanotaux offers 
what he terms further material and 
moral proofs of Germany's ‘fell pur- 
pose.”’ 

“From the material viewpoint,’’ he 
says, “the far-sighted and formidable 
preparations of the twin empires with 
a view to war cannot be denied. Witna 
the most savage resolution, in absolute 
secrecy, witr. fists clenched and lics 
closed, two empires, armed to _ the 
death, constructed monstrous cannon, 
filled arsenals with arms and ammuni- 
tion and conceived the prodigious 
mechanism for adapting the arts of 
peace to the art of war. The whole 
country was regulated like a barracks. 
Every slizhtest resource was catalogued 
that nothing might be lost and all with 
the purpose of offensive action. There 
were inventuriec in advance the means 
of defense exploitable and the riches of 
the countries coveted. Universal es- 
pionage prepared the way for world 
conquest.”’ 

Predestined People. 

As moral proofs of Germany's pur- 

pose. Hanotaux cites the growth of th 


ful conquest is its own full justifica- 
tion, and that ‘“‘the German people were 
the chusen people, the predestined peo- 
ple in the religious, philosophic and 
scientific sense of the word, that every- 
thing in the world untouched by Ger- 
man influence must remain retrograde 
and inferior.’”’ * * * 

Hanotaux adds: 

“The Germans are fighting for the 
enslavement, not the liberation, of the 
world. We are things not in their con- 
clusion as in their origin these prodie- 
ious events would be unmeaning, but 
never since the birth of the world have 
there been events more significant. We 
have gone about our task and know 
what that task is. 

“France, especially, is in her tradi-

STATE MILITIA 
QUELLS STRIKERS 
NEW YORK PLANT 


One Worker Who Refused to 
Join in Walkout Thrown Into 
Canal and Drowned. 


MASSENA, N. Y., Aug. 2.—Three com- 
panies of State militia have arrived 
here and taken charge of the strike 
situation at the plant of the Aluminum 
Co. of America. In a riot Saturday 
night one workman who refused to 
walk out, was thrown into a canal and 
drowned.

The men declared their grievance was 
due to a demand for higher wages.

WASHINGTON, Aus. 2.—French ma- 
rines were today guarding the French 
Legation at Fort au Prince, Haiti, from 
which building President Guillaume was 
taken by a mob and slain during the re- 
cent revolution there. 

The landing of the marines from the 
cruiser Descartes was at the earnest 
requesi of the French Minister and was 
with the consent of the United States 
Government. American marines had al- 
ready been landed. 

Latest advices from Port au Prince 
to the State Department said that order 
was being maintained there.. 

A request for the guard of French 
marines was presented by the French 
Minister at Port au Prince, and ca- 
bled to Washington by Rear Admiral 
Caperton. The French Minister had 
expressed an urgent desire that his Le- 
gation be guarded by a French force in- 
asmuch as the Descartes had arrived 
at Port au Prince. The Minister thought 
also that the French guard would b: 
able to lighten the burden on Admiral 
Caperton’s 400 men. 

Upon receipt of Admiral Caperton’s 
cablegram Secretary Daniels conferred 
with Secretary of State Lansing. Sec- 
retary Lansing could see no objection 
to the landing of a small detachment 
from the Descartes for the special pur- 
pose of guarding the French Legation. 
No complications would arise from such 
action in the Secretary’s opinion, and 
Admiral Caperton was instructed to af- 
for the French Minister all facilities 
for landing the French guard. 

The battleship Connecticut, with 500 
marines, is now en route to the island 
republic, and will be followed by the 
hospital ship Solace, and the navy trans- 
port Hancock. Other reinforcements 
may be sent if there are any more at- 
tacks on the city by revolutionists, such 
as that in which two American blue- 
jockets were killed. The expeditionary 
force is expected to remain in Haiti un- 
til peace is restored. 

The Navy Department 
summary of its dispatches:

TEXT OF AUSTRIAN APPEAL 
TO U.S. TO PLACE EMBARGO 
ON THE EXPORT OF ARMS 


Note Holds That Hague Conventions Have Been 
Violated by America—Course of Action 


by the Government Suggested.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—The text of 
the Austrian protest against the ship- 
ment from the United States of war 


supplies to Great Britain and her allies 
was made public yesterday at the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Embassy. The note was 
delivered to Ambassador Penfield in 
Vienna on June 2. A missing sheet 
from the official message transmitted to 
the State Debartment caused delay in 
publice tion. 

Previous dispatches concerning the 
note which have appeared in the Amer- 
ican press were censored by the British 
Government, the Austrian officials here 
charge. Following is declared to be the 
Only uncensored text given to the peo- 
ple of the United States: 

“The far-resching effects resulting 
from the fact that a very extensive 
trade in war supplies has been going on 
for some time between the United 
States and Great Britain and her allies, 
while Austria-Hungary and Germany 
have been entirely shut off from the 
American market, have from the first 
attracted the most earnest attention of 
the Imperial end Royal Government, 

“If the undérsigned permits himself 
to taxe part in the discussion of a ques- 
tion which hitherto has been brought to 
the attention of the Washington Cabi- 
net by the Imperial Government only, 
he merely tollows the dictates of un- 
avoidable duty in protecting the inter- 
ests intrusted to him from _ further 
grave injury growing out of the sit- 
uation affecting Germany and Austria- 
Hungary equally. 


Neutral Intentions Defeated. 
“The Imperial and Royal Goverrament 


is convince’ that the attitude of the 
United States Government in this mat- 
ter’ originaces from no other intention 
than the maintenance of the strictest 
neutrality and the observance to the 
iétter of all the stipulations of the in- 
ternational agreements involved, but the 
question arises as to whether the con- 
ditions as thcy have developed in the 
course of the war, cert#inly quite in- 
dependently of the will of the United 
States Government, are not such that 
the very intention of the Washington 
Cabinet is defeated, indeed, that ex- 
actly the opposite effect is produced. 
“If this question be answered in the 
affirmative—and according to the opin- 
ion of the imperial and royal Govern- 
ment this cannot be doubted—then an- 
other question automatically follows, 
namely, whether it is not possible, in- 
deed advisable, to take measures to pro- 
vide full effectiveness to the wish of 
the Government of the United States to 


assume. an attitude of strict fairness to- 


ward both belligerent parties. The im- 
perial and royal Government does not 
hesitate to answer this question, also in 
the affirmative, without qualification. 
Violation of Hague Conventions, 

“It certainly has not escaped the at- 
tention of the American Government, 
which has co-operated in the work of 
The Hague in such a prominent man- 
ner, that the spirit and the letter of 
the fragmentary stipulations of the 
treaties in question .are -not entirely 
co-extensive. 

“If one takes into Secichdaulion the 
genesis of Article 7 of the V and XIII 
convention, respectively, upon which the 
Government of the United States appar- 
ently rests the present case, and the 
working of which, as will nogbe denied, 
offers a final basis for the toleration 
of the trade in war materials as car- 
ried on at presént by the United States, 
it is not necessary to point out—in order 
to realize the true spirit and range of 
this stipulation, which, incidentally, 
seems to have been modified already by 
prohibiting the delivery of warships and 
certain supplies for warships of bellig- 
erent countries—that the various righta 
as conceded to neutral countries in the 
spirit of the preamble of the last-named 
convention, are limited by the require- 
ments of neutrality in corgespondence 
with the accepted principles of interna 
tional law. 

Growth of War Exports. 

“According to all the authorities on 
international law who have especially 
dealt with the questions which here 
arise, the neutral Government is not 
permitted to allow unhindered trade in 
contraband of wir, if this trade as- 
sumes such character and proportions 
that the country’s neutrality is thereby 
impaired. 

“In judging the admissability of the 
trade in contraband of war,-one can 
use as a basis any one of the various 
criteria established by law. and arrive. 
according to each, at the conclusion 
that the export of war materials from 
the United States as it is carried on 
in the present war, cannot be made to 
accord with the requirements of neu- 
trality. It is not a question as to wheth- 
er the branch of American industry oc- 
cupied with the production of war ma- 
terial shall be protected in order that 
its export as it has been carried on in 
peace times may suffer no impairment. 

“Furthermore, this industry has ex- 
perienced an unexpected increase be- 
cause of the war. In order to manu- 
facture the immense amount of 
weapons, munitions and other war ma- 
terial of all kinds which Great Britain 
and her allies have ordered in the 
United States of America in the course 
of the last month, it required not only 
the full utilization and adaptation of 
existing plants, but the creation of new 
factories as well as the diversion of 
large numbers of workmen from all 
branches of trade—in short, a wide- 
spread change in the economic life of 
the pr mares 

© Decree E Embargo. 

The ewy it ‘the American Government 
can from no quarter be disputed to de- 
cree an embargo on this obviously enor- 
mous export of war material which is 
notoriously for the exclusive benefit of 
one of the belligerent parties. 

“The United States Government could 
meet» with no reproof if i. were to avall 
itself of iis competercy. even if it 
took recourse to the passage of a lawl 
in accordance with its Constitution. 


Even if it proved correct in principle 


that @ neutral State may not change 


| 


the laws in force wiithiu its jurisdic- 
tion concerning its attitude toward bel- 
ligerents during the war, there is, how- 


ever, an exception to she principle, as 


is clearly sunown in the preamble of the 
Thirteenth Hague Convention. “Where 
experience nas shown t!:e necessity for 
stch change for the protection of the 
rights of that Power. 

“This case arises for the United 
States Government py the mere fact 
that Austria-Hungary, as well as Ger- 
many, are cut off from any commercial 
intercourse with the United States 
without the existence <f » lega] ground 
—a legally effective b!iockade. 


Suggests Course to U. S. 
To the vossible objection that, al- 


though American industry is perfectly 
willing to supply Austria-Hungary and 
Germany, as well as Great Britain and 
her allies, the United States are not 
able to carry on trade in consequence 
of the war situation it may well be 
mentioned that the United States Gov- 
ernment is without dvubt in a position 
to remedy the above described condi- 
tion. It would be entirely sufficient to 
hold out to the adverse ries of Austria- 
Hungary and Germary the inhibition 
of the expurt of foodstuffs and raw 
materials if the legitimate trade in 
these articles between the Union and 
the two Central Powers is not permit- 
ted. 


“If the Washington Cabinet could find 
itself prepared to act in this directioy 
it would not only follow the tradition 
always upheld in the United States to 
safeguard the freedom of the seas, but 
it would also offer the great service 
of defeating the criminal endeavor 0f 
the enemies of Austria-Hungary and 
oe to enlist starvation as an 
ally. 


“The imperial and royal Government, 
in the spirit of the excellent relations 
Which have never ceased to exist be- 
tween the Austro-Hungarian monarchy 
and the United States of America, an‘ 
in the name of sincere frien@ship, per- 
mits itself to make an appeal to the 
Government of the Union to submit w 
careful examination the point of view 
hereinbefore taken in this most impor- 
tant question and consider the state- 
ments given herevwith. 


“The revision of the present attitude 
of the Government of the Union tu 
agree with the views proffered by the 
imperial and royal Government wouid 
not only be (according to the convic- 
tion of the imperia! and royal Govern- 
ment) within the s@ope of the rights 
and duties of a neutral Government, 
but also in the direction of those. prin- 
ciplés prompted by humanity and the 
love of peace, whith the United States 
of America has ever written upon her 
banner.,’’

PARIS, Aug. 2.—The Rome Giornale 
d'Italia publishes a statement issued “by 
direction of the Socialist party,” alleg- 
ing an attempt to bribe Italian Social- 
ists to oppose Italy’s entrance into the 
war.

Greulich, dean of the Swiss Socialists, 
as having just returned from the Unit- 
ed States, charged with a mission 


of interest to Italian Socialists, on ac- 
count of the financial difficulties of the 
party. . 

Nathan, asked to explain, is alleged 
to have said that an American woman 
living in chicago and a _ well-known 
peace advocate, had charged him to of- 
fer from $20,000 to $40,000 to aid a peace 
propaganda by the Italian Socialists. 
Greulich was then closely qrestioned, 
and is alleged to have given the ame 
of Mrs. Warren Springs of Chicago: as 
that of the woman concerned. 
Warren Springer Kefuses to 

Shed Light on Paris Story. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 2—Mrs. Warren 
Springer of this city shed no light to- 
day on the story cabled from .aris 
yesterday that an American woman of 
Chicago, said to have given the name of 
Mrs. Warren Springs, attempted to use 
money to aid a peace propaganda 
among Socialists in Italy.

ALLFES GERMANS 
KILLED WOUNDED 


Order Was Given to Take No 
More Prisoners, Says Find- 
ing of Commisssion. 


Bv Associated Press. 

PARIS, Aug. 2.—The commission pre- 
sided over by Georges Payelle, president 
of the French Court of Accounts, has 
presented to Premier Viviani the final 
reports of its investigations into acts on 
the part of German soaldiers. 

This report contains 12,000 words, and 
gives in detail the evidence gathered 
concerning the use by German troops 
of military and civilian prisoners as 
shields against the fire of French troops: 
as well as of the employment by the 
troops of Emperor William’ of car- 
tridges in which the bullets were re- 
versed in order to cause more serious 
wounds; split bullets and other bullets 
to make them more rending. 

Alleges Massacre Was Ordered. 

Continuing, the report cites orders 
given by Gen. Stenger, commander of 
the Fifty-Eighth German brigade, di- 
recting his soldiers to kill the 
wounded enemy and to take no more 
prisoners. Evidence confirming the 
issuing and the circulation of this 
order wag obtained from German 
prisoners belonging to the 111th and 
142d Regiments. The report contains 
also evidence of massacre of French 
soldiers as a result of this order, as 
well as the massacre of wounded 
men after the battle of Fethe in Bel- 
gium.

The Japanese Government in May 
last almost entirely cut off South Chi- 
na’s foreign trade by ordering the Osaka 
Shosenkaisha and all other Japanese 
subsidized steamship lines to cancel all 
freight engagements from Hungkong for 
June and July sailings and to offer all 
space for such sailings solely to Japa- 
riese ports. This order cre.ted a serious 
situation and was cabled by United 
States Consul-General G. E. Anderson 
to the State Department at Washing- 
ton. More than 2000 tons of Chinese 
rice was stopped from coming to Amer- 
ica. The trade between China and the 
Philippines was crippled by the. order 
which. according to the Tokio Govern- 
ment, was due to a scarcity in Japa- 
nese shipping. 

At last accounts, in April, the short- 
age of British and German cargo boats 
at Kobe, Japan, amounted to 40,000 tons 
a month. Every Japanese boat was 
packed with goods. 

Millions in Subsidies. 

That the Japanese expect to hold 
some of the trade advantage the war 
has given them is indicated by the 
fact that more than 200,000 tons of new 
ships are now building or wider con- 
tract in their own yards. Japanese Gov- 
ernment subsidies to native shipping 
heve grown from $285,918 in 190 to 
$/76,880 in 1915, and they will amount 
to $1,245,000 in 1916, according to data 
furnished the American Government by 
United States Consul-General G. H. Sid- 
more, Yokohama. 

Great activity, he says, is shown at 
all Japanese shipyards, even the small- 
est keeping their employes at work day 
and night. Forty-three ocean ‘cargo 
steamships are on the stocks, Most of 
the ships now in service between Ja- 
pan and Europe take the Pangma Ca- 
nal on the way back, picking up freight 
at New York, Boston, Philadelphia and 
other American ports.

At Shanghai, on the Eastern Sea, op- 
posite Nagasaki, Japan, the exports t» 
the United States increased from $417,-. 
440, in 1918, to $19,018,000 in 1914 but 
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off $34,000,000, and the import trade de- 
clined $16,000,000. Shanghai handles over 
42 per cent of the total foreign trade of 
China, so that the total decrese: of 
China’s foreign trade in 1914 was more 
than $100,000,000. 

According to United States Consul- 
General Thomas Sammons, the war has 
had little effect on money or general 
finance in China. This peculiar situa- 
tion, he says, is due to severa) circum- 
ptances. China is an agricultural na- 
tion. The people are used to a iow 
standard of living, and are economicai. 
In recent years they fiad been buying 
too much abroad, and the trade balance 
grew larger against them, year by year. 
The country does not grow any article 
especially for export, and can always 
consume what it does not sell. 

Thus, when the war stopped China's 
exports of cotton seeds, the Chinese 
extracted the .oil themselves and used 
it as a substitute for foreign keroseny. 
So, in one Way and another, China has 
saved money on account of the war, and 
it now ia better off financially than be- 
fore, says Sammons. 

No American Coastwise Shipping. 

‘The lack of American  coastwise 
shipping in the Orient,’ says Vice Con- 
sul A. W. Gilbert of Nanking, “is a 
drawback to the establishment of Amer- 
ican firms since many firms draw aA 
jarge part of their support from the 
shipping that they represent.”’

Germans and Equipment to 
Different Fronts. 


BERLIN, Aug. 2.—A writer in the

troops along require 67 trains, while 
the artillery, commissary and other be- 
longings call for 41 trains—a. total of 
about 110 trains. 

The feeding of a corps appears to be 
a big problem when the matter is 
worked out upon the basis of the daily 
consumption of each man and each 
horse.

PASSENGER SHIPS 
ON LAKES 10 HAVE 
EQUILIBRIUM TEST 


Work of Federal Inspectors for 
the Last 15 Years to Be 
Investigated. 


By Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, ‘Aug. 2-—Secretary of 
Commerce Redfield said today that an 
equilibrium test of all passenger-carry- 
ing steamers on the Great Lakes would 
be made and that the work of steam- 
boat inspectors during the last 15 years 
would be investigated. 

John A. Cotter of New Orleans; John 
K. Bulger, Ean Francisco; H. M. Seeley, 
New York; Eugene O’Donnell, Boston, 
all steamboat inspectors, and a fifth in- 
spector to be named later, will be 
brought here to assist in the work, the 
Secretary said. 

The investigation of the record of the 
inspection service will be made by a 
board on which the traveling public will 
be represented. It will follow lines sug- 
gested by Lieutenant-Governor Barratt 
O'Hara, with whose views Redfield said 
he was in accord. 

Sixth Session of Inquiry. 

The sixth session of the Department 
of Commerce inquiry into the Eastland 
disaster was held today. 

When the Federal grand jury which 
is investigating the capsizing of the 
steamship convened this morning, it 
was reported that Secretary Redfield 
would go before the body some time to- 
day to tell of the work of tie Federal 
steamboat inspection service. 

The finding of three more bodies in 
the hull of the Eastland yesterday led 
to a renewal of the search today. Sev- 
eral divers were sent into the boat 
where it was reported that a number 
of bodies were seen, but could not be re- 
covered. They were entangled in wire 
netting, the divers reported. 

Plant Resumes Operations, 

The Western Electric Co.’s plant re- 
sumed operations today after the lapse 
of a week since the disaster to the 
Eastiand. Mourning draperies were re- 
moved from the buildings and only the 
American flag remained at half staff. 

Today’s revision of the casvalty list 
shows 838 identified dead, two uniden- 
tified dead and 140 missing. Of the 
missing all but two have been account- 
ed for as having perished.

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ROBBED OF OUR CALORIES. 
The secretary of the local Bread Trust, in his 
testimony Thursday, confessed that the weight of 
the trust loaf now, after baking, was but 10 
ounces, as compared with 18 ounces in 1907, when 
the combine was formed. We have heard sev- 
eral times that the decrease was due to the raise 
in cost of flour. The Post-Dispatch has shown 
that this excuse has little weight, being based on 
the assumption that the trust uses only the most 
expensive grades of flour. 
BM look at it—eight whole ounces out of every 
18 taken away from the poor consumer. And by 
the “poor” consumer, just that is meant, for a 
majority of the well-to-do either bake their own 
bread or eat at hotels and restaurants. 
Science tells us that a pound of bread, 16 ounces, 
has a fuel value for the body of 1200 calories. It 
seems that a calory or calorie is a heat unit of 
measurement. And it should make St. Louisans 
hot to think that in every loaf they used to get 
800 calories, or units that would supply the body 
with warmth, which they do not get now. 
We will suppose a hard--vorking man eats three 
loaves of bread a week, which would only be 30 
ounces, a skimp ratidn. That makes 156 loaves 
a year, which means a trust deduction of no less 
than 124,800 calories or units that would have 
kept him on an even temperature. For it is weil 
known that a starving man gets feverish. We 
need nourishment in the shape of heat units, ever 
in summer, lest we get too hot. 
But seriously, this diminution of the quantity 
and weight of the “staff of life” is a very great 
hardship on the poor. There are thousands who 
have no ovens and cannot afford to bake their

August gets its name from Augustus Caesar, the 
first Emperor of Rome.

His son-in-law, Tiberius, who 
was a great warrior. looked after the matter while, 
the Emperor attended to other pressing affairs of 
the empire at home. Finally, Tiberius asked Augus- 
tus to come up and hear the Germans sing ‘‘Deutsch- 
land Uber Alles.’’ Augustus did so, and after hear- 
ing the Germans sing that song in the moonlight he 
announced that they could never be conquered and 
called the war off. The Roman Empire thereafter 
extended to the Elbe, and beyond that was Germany. 
Augustus took the defeat very hard. He aged rapid- 
ly, and his dying words were, ‘‘My Uncle Julius 
knew best.’’

| Automatic Speed Control 
ae ete ate ee a 
PEEDOMETHERS, as a: rule, only 
tell the motorist. when he is e@x- 
ceeding the speed limit; they do 
not prevent him from doing so. On 
cojamercial motor vehicles, th. speed 
question is often of greater importance 
than that of overloading, and one of 
the large speedometer manufacturers 
Pronee hit upon the happy idea of combin- 
ing the indicator of speed with an ar- 
rangement that will prevent the driver 
from going faster than the device has 

been set for. 

The device consists of a Yale lock, 
which can be set at any desired speed 
from sero to 6 miles an hour. When 
the indicated speed is reached by the 
speedometer hand, an electric contact 
is established which energizes a —_ 
net contained in a small bo-, through 
which the rod from the carburetor 
throttle passes, This rod is split with- 
in the case and one end passes freely 
in @ sleeve fitting tightly over the 
other end of the rod. 

Normally connection between the two 
is made by a pin that passes through 
an opening in the sleeve and free end 
of the rod. The closing of the electric 
contact when the speed limit fs reached 
lifts this pin out of engagement and 
breaks the connection between the rod 
and the sleeve. The throttle thereupon 
close- slowly of its own weight, and 
no amount of manipulation of hand or 
foot control will be communicated to 
the carbureter. 

When the car has fallen below the 
speed limit, however, the speedometer 
contect is released, the magnet per- 
mits the pin to fall back into its place 
and the throttle rod is continuous once 
more.

HAT story telling is coming to be 
T recognized as an art with a placc 
near that of the story writer is 
evident from the popularity which story 
tellers have achieved within the lasi 
few years. Women have made story 
telling a profession, and, from all re- 
ports, a lucrative one. Their special 
appeal is to children, though the story 
teller who seeks and holds adult aud’ 
ences is by no means unknown. In- 
deed, tothers who take their children 
to hear stéties “fold ‘not irftfequently 
listen with as much attention as the 
children, though the stories are chosen 
for their appeal to children. As in othe: 
professions, the quality which makes 
for success in story telling is enthusi- 
asm. The story teller must appear to 
believe her story. 

Miss Marie Shedlock, an English story 
teller known to haif the children in 
London, was recently asked ‘why sh« 
told stories to children, and she an- 
swered: ‘‘To give dramatic joy to them, 
to develop their love of mystery, to give 
them a delicate sense of humor, and to 
lead them on to good lterature.’’ Sha 
says that the story teller must be very 
careful in choosing stories for children 
Stories told in a convincing manner by 
experienced narrators fix themselves in 
young minds. and unless the story is 
imbued with a correct moral spirit it 
is likely to influence the child’s mind 
in dangerous directions. Miss Shedlock 
referred to the tradition that the Pueb- 
lo Indians neve: ordered their children 
to perform a duty, but by means of an 
appropriate fairy story created in the 
child's mind a desire to do what wes 
wanted. 

In reply to the argument that sin¢ée 
fairy stories are untrue they are in- 
jurious to children, Miss Shedlock re- 
fers to R. L. Stevenson on child play

Than a .600 Average. 


PHILS LEAD WITH .560 
Cardinals Can Now Almost Be 
Counted Out as a Pennant 
Contender.

Forty-four pennants have been award- 
ed in the Nationa! League since its in- 
ception in 1871. The American League 
has had a distribution of 15 flags in its 
comparative young life, and out of that 
gross total of 69 titular struggles only 
once in history has the championship 


club finished its season with a percent- 
age of victories less than .600. In 1908 
the Tigers nosed out the Naps in that 
memorable struggle by a flimsy margin 
of one-half a game, finishing the sea- 
son with this record: 90—63, .588. 


In the National League race this year 
there is promise of a merry old strug- 
gie between a flock of equally incompe- 
tent clubs. None as yet has shown any- 
thing that remotely resembles a pen- 
nant punch, but the race is the tightest 
in the history of baildom at such an ad- 
vanced stage.

“War Order” Shares and Indus- 
trials Score Gains: Rails 
Also Firmer. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

“Speculation was more 
today and the movement in the war 
shares was neither as violent nor as 
important as it was last week. There 
was g00d support ofered on reces- 
sions and after a period of hesitation 
at the opening, when prices were 
rather irregular, the market gained 
strength. Copper shares advanced and 
the active stocks were generally 
higher. But there was none of tie 
excited bidding wp of stocks which 
led to such sensational advances in 
a half dozen ‘war issues’ a week ago. 
Brading was smaller and more pro- 
fessional, although the outside pub- 
lic was still a good deal of a factor 
in this market. 

“Price changes in the early trad- 
ing were for the most part unimpor- 
tant, and those shares which  ap- 
peared to be in good demand were 
taken at relatively small gains for 
the day. The behavior of the market 
indicated that the public had appar- 
ently taken to heart some of the 
warnings, published during the last 
48 hours, concerning the dangers of 
speculating in the so-called ‘war is- 
sues’ at the present level of prices. 
Whether this was so or not, the mar- 
ket reflected a sort of moderation 
which was not in evidence a few days 
ago.

Westinghouse Is Active. 

“Transactions in Westinghouse, Can 
and Air Brake were larger, on reports 
of new business from abroad. All these 
stories, however, were more or less vis- 
ionary. While no details at all were 
forthcoming corncerning probable profits 
to be derived from this class of busi- 
ness. One reason why these facts were 
withheld, perhaps, was that the man- 
agers of the plants knew little them- 
selves about the margin of profit that 
could be expected. 

‘‘News that wages had been advanced 
at the Bethlehem works was in line 
with advices from other quarters that 
labor was becoming more restive and 
that increased pay would be demanded 
by operatives of many plants engaged 
on ‘war work.’ It was realized that 
profits on such orders could not be ac- 
curately estimated until a variety of 
factors entering into such calculations 
had been taken into account. Some of 
the minor Steel shares were again in 
demand, the inquiry for these shares 
being based not alone on reports of war 
orders, but on the general prosperity 
of. the industry in consequence of broad- 
ening domestic demand. 

Money Market Active. 

‘“‘New interest was given to the money 
market outlook by advices from the 
West to the effect that the mercantile 
inquiry was enlarging and that the large 
Chicago banks were looking for demands 
for increased accommodation from va- 
rious sources. This report confirmed 
what was Known before, respecting the 
probable increased demand from the 
agricultural sections of the West as soon 
as the crop movement was in full swing. 
These reports had little influence upon 
the market, however, as the banks made 
large offerings on call and on time, ex- 
periencing some _ difficulty in placing 
what money they had to lend. But the 
large payments of the day for dividend 
and other purposes led to some readjust- 
ment of collateral loans, and owing to 
the broad demand from abroad there 
were indications that lending institu- 
tions were not inclined to materially in- 
crease their advances to long-term bor- 
rowers. Exchange on Paris was weak, 
but otherwise the quotations for ex- 
change on foreign markets were for the 
most part unchanged from Saturday. 

“In the afternoon there was heavy 
buying of the equipment stocks and 
the lower priced steel issues. These 
dealings contributed a great deal of 
business in the last hour, when many 
of the active stocks touched the high 
level of the day. 

“The railroad stocks were also 
strong, with good inquiry for Union 
Pacific and Reading. This strength 
was well distributed, and in the last 


hour the whole list became quite 
active. The trading was more orderly, 
however, than in the markets of last 
week, when the craze for the indus- 
trial stocks was much more of a 
feature.”’

Cotton Crop Promises a Yield 
of 11,970,307 Bales. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—This vear's 
coiton crop will be approximately 11.,- 
970,307, equivalent 00-pound bales, 
compared with 16,134,930 bales last year. 
that estimate unofficial calculated, is 
based on the Government's condition 
report, issued today. and official fig- 
ures of acreage and normal yield 
Whether the crop will be greater or 
less depends upon ore nau aoe 
from now until picking time 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—The condi- 
tion of the growing cotton crop of the 
United States on July 2% was 75.3 per 
cent of a normal, the United States De- 
nenig: et of Agriculture's Crop Report- 

ng Board announced at noon today in 
its third condition report of the season. 
That condition compares with 80.3 per 
cent on June 25 this year, 76.4 per cent 
on July 25 last year, 79.6 per cent in 1913 
and 78.5 per cent, the average condition 
on July 2 for the last 10 vears. 

The area planted to cotton and under 
cultivation on June 25 this year, as pre- 
viously reported, was 31,535,000 acres, a 
decrease of 5,871,000 acres, or 15.7 per 
cent, from that under cultivation on 
June 25 last year. A condition of 100 per 
cent of a normal on July 2% would be 
equivalent to a yield of 241.3 pounds of 
cotton to the acre, the Bureau of Crop 
Estimates has announced. 

Weather conditions generally have 
been favorable to the crop throughout 
the month except in Texas, where there 
was a lack of rain. 

In the northern portions of the belt 
the weather was too cool for rapid 
growth during the first week of tho 
menth, and wet weather delayed proper 
cultivation, especially in Oklaaoma, 
Mississippi and portions of other states. 
The drouth in Texas was largely re- 
lieved and the crop. made satisfactory 
growth in that, a swell as in most other 
Boll weevil contin- 
ued to increase in Texas, and were re- 
torted from several other sections. 

During the second week of the month 
moderately warm weather. with lucal 
shcwers over the central and easrein 
portions of the belt favored a generally 
sitisfactory growth, although the plant 
War reported as still small in tome 
northern localities, due io cool weather 
and the fields grassy in others. In Texas 
and Oklahoma much clear weather, 
with warm sunshine, favored cultivation 
and rapid growth over the greater part 
of thuse states, but in southern Texas 
the absence of general rains for sev- 
eral weeks retarded growtn. Boll wee- 
vil continued active in many parts of 
Texas, as well as in Mississippi and 
Alabama. Texas marketed its first tale 
on July 9. 

The third week found warm nights 
throughout the belt with generally suf- 
ficient soll moisture over central and 
eastern districts. That greatly favored 
coton and good growth generally was 
reported. Dry weather prevailed in 
Texas, but the plant was standing the 
drouth well and it was said to be 
developing rapidly in Oklahoma anid 
Arkansas. Cultivation had proceeded
